COUNT CASIMIR PULASKI 
One hundred fifty years ago today- 


occurred a tragedy, for Count Casimir 
Pulaski, a dashing Polish nobleman, 
leading a charge of American soldiers 
kgainst the British at Savannah* sud- 
denly reeled in the saddle and slipped 
heavily to the ground, fatally shot. 
Pulaski was thirty years of age when 
he crossed Europe from humbled and 
strickened Poland and sailed to these 
shores for the sole and only purpose of 
offering up his life to the cause of hu- 
man freedom. He had resisted the divi- 
sion of his unhappy land at the hands 
of Austria, Russia and Prussia. He had 
learned by sad experience what it is for 
a people to live under the iron heel of 
autocracy. 
No one loves liberty or 


treasures it half so much as he who 
has been denied it. He came to General 
Washington with a letter from Benja- 
min Franklin, then the American rep- 
resentative in France, describing him 
as "an officer famous throughout Eu- 
rope for his bravery and conduct in de- 
fense of the liberties of his country and 
esteemed as one of the most efficient 
officers on the Continent." Washing- 
ton attached him to his staff where he 


' soon won the great commander's re- 


spect and friendship. There is still pre- 
served the" letter which 
Washington 


wrote him: "The disinterested and un- 
limited zeal which you have manifested 
in the service gives you a title to the 
esteem of the citizens of America and 
has assured you mine." 


His baptism of fire on these shores 


occurred in the battle of Brandywine 
in which he is given credit for saving 
the American army from complete rout 
by an intrepid charge of his horsemen 
against the British detachment aimed 
at cutting off the American food sup- 
ply. Four days later upon Washing- 
ton's recommendation congress ap- 
pointed him to be the first American 
Brigadier General of Cavalry. 
It be- 


came Pulaski's task to do that most 
necessary thing in warfare, organize 
into a unified and efficient force the 
cavalry of the Revolutionary forces 
which -had been, up to that time, scat- 
tered among the brigades. At the battle 
of 
Germantown Pulaski's 
cavalry 


fought first as a separate unit and 
though as yet insufficiently 
trained, 


Pulaski's dashing bravery carried it 
through. 


In 1779 Washington sent Pulaski 


south to join the American forces in at- 
tacking the British in Carolina. Always 
he performed courageously and unsel- 
fishly tasks that seemed almost super- 
human, spurred on as he seemed to be 
by a single devotion to his high ideals. 
When the inhabitants of Charlestown 
wished to surrender to the British it 
was Pulaski, by his fiery eloquence, 
though in broken English, who per- 
suaded them to hold out until reen- 
forcements came. 
In the attack on 


Savannah on October 9th Pulaski was 
in charge of the cavalry'on the Amer- 
ican left which was held in reserve but 
with directions to charge as soon as the 
British lines were broken. The original 
charge of the American infantry was 
not successful. In less than an hour a 
thousand men were swept away, a loss 
indicating the desperate courage and 
the fierceness of the attack. A swamp 
intervened to protect 
the British 


trenches. There is a dispute as to ex- 
actly what happened at this point, as 
there is always likely to be a, dispute in 
the hot conflicts of battle. 
Whether 


Pulaski was ordered to charge or 
whether, which seems the most likely 
version, he threw himself impetuously 
into the struggle will never be known. 
At any rate he rode" forward into the 
thick of the fight. He was heard, above 
the din of battle, urging the soldiers 
forward. He was destined to die in a 
blaze of glory. When he fell, apparent- 
ly in respect to his valiant courage, the 
British held fire and permitted his 


" 
bearers to carry him off. Two days lat- 
er he was dead. 


After his death congress received a 


letter from him delayed through the 


slow processes of the maH announcing 
that his family was sending him from 
Europe $20,000.00 "in 
hard money" 


which he wished to use in supporting 
the Revolution. 
Altogether he ad- 


vanced about $50,000.00 out 
of 
the 


remnants of his shattered estate to the 
cause of the Colonists. His last letter 
to congress says: "I could not submit 
to stoop before the sovereigns of 
Europe. So I came to hazard all for the 
freedom of America and desirous of 
passing my life in a country truly free 
and settling as a citizen in this fight 
for liberty." 
^ 


The generous and heroic spirit had 


passed on denied the part so dear to 
every soldier's heart, to participate in 
a decisively victorious battle and then 
in the formation of the union that was 
to be. 


Most properly could it be said, "and 


Freedom shrieked as Casimir Pulaski 
fell."

NOT SELF SUFFICIENT 


For a good many years the people- of 


this nation have been very proud of 
their "splendid isolation." Cut off from 
other countries by wide oceans, the' 
country is also blessed with tremen- 
dous natural resources. Oil, iron, coal, 
copper, lumber, cotton—we out—pro- 
duce the rest of the world, and the 
knowledge soothes us. It makes our 
"splendid isolation" possible, 
enables 


us to be pretty self-sufficient. Yet this 
blissful state of affairs isn't quite as 
complete as we usually think; We are 
calling ourselves economically inde- 
pendent when we are not. 


Theodore Knappen, a writer for the 


Magazine of Wall Street, recently set 
out to study the matter. He found that 
many of the products essential to 4 
modern civilization are not produced in 
the United States at all. We are depen- 
dent on foreign nations for such im- 
portant things as tin, potash, chrom- 
ium, 
anitmony, manganese, 
nick- 


el, tungsten, rubber, jute, 
asbes- 


tos; the list is a long one and 
our expanding industries tend 
to 


make it longer and not "shorter. 
What would happen then if war should 
cut us off from the rest of the world: 
Mr. Knappen's studied conclusion is 
simply this: The United States is not 
self-contained. "We could not exist at 
all, according to our present standards, 
jf we,were cut off -frdnvthe rest of the 
world," he'remarks Bluntly. 
' 


'Now, this, wfyen you stop to think 


about it, has a direct bearing on the 
coming Anglo-American-naval con- 
ference, the Kellogg peace treaties and- 
the whole perplexing question of our 
foreign "policy. It might, of course, be 
an argument for building a navy twice 
the size of any other navy on earth; 
an argument for maintaining an enor- 
mous standing army and a stupendous 
fleet of airplanes, so that we would 
assuredly be the victors in any war we 
might get into. 
But that would be 


quite a job. It would be fearfully ex- 
pensive, in the first place. And, in the 
second place, it might not work. 
In 


1914 Germany had the world's greatest 
army—but it was of no avail. In 1914 
England had a fleet equal to any two 
other fleets—but England would have 
been beaten if she had not had outside 
help. 


Perhaps, instead, it would be wiser 


for us to make sure that war ' never 
comes. 
The thing is quite possible if 


we only set our minds to it. The pend- 
ing naval agreement with England is 
not a matter of national self-sacrifice; 
it is simply good sense. 
It will be a 


step leading away from war, and that 
is recommendation enough for it. The 
plain fact seems to be that this modern 
world is so complicated, with all na- 
tions so dependent on one another, that 
war is just naturally out of date. And 
the sooner we realize that our "splen- 
did isolation" isn't what it used to be 
the sooner we will be willing to do all 
that we can to make peace everlasting.

The spirit of Columbus day is almost solemn 


in New York. There are few dances, llttlo hilar- 
ity, but much, patriotic fervor. 


For Columbus day is virtually the only time 


when all Italian Americans arc united. Fascist 
and anti-fascist forget their differences and min- 
gle together. Jealousies and enmities, political or 
personal, arc laid aside for the 24'hours. The po- 
lice seldom have to deal with the usually fiery 
temperaments during this period. 


Almost every family manages to attend one 


of the picnics'organized in every part of_ the city. 
The few families who stay at home have their 
own little celebration, their own air of festivity 
over the dinner table. 


In the evening there are speeches indoors. 


Every available hall in town already has been 
rented for the occasion. Usually there are ban- 
quets, too. 


The only counterpart of this celebration in

Answer — I" assume. you refer to one 


of the bacterial cultures used for 
fermanting milk. So far as I know, 
all such products on the market are 
wholesome to use. The soured, fer- 
mented milk Is also a wholesome bev- 
erage if one likes it, tho I do not be- 
lieve it has any advantages over or- 
dinary soured milk or ordinary but- 
termilk In the prevention or cure of 
disease. A similar thing is called 
Acidolphilus culture. Personally I be- 
lieve it is a matter of taste, which 
of these lactic bacillus cultures one 
should use for preparing such a bev- 
erage. Both agents, or milk treated 
with them, are touted as panaceas, 
but we can't believe all we read in 
the booklets.

THE FIRST ENGLISH COMEDY 
Some fifteen or twenty years be- 


fore Shakespeare was born and 
hence in the neighborhood of half a 
century before he began Ills career 
in earnest as a playwright, the first 
English comedy was written.: The 
exact date Is unknown. All we know 
positively is that it was published 
in 1556-57. There is a record In the 
Stationer's Register that in that year 
"Ralph Roister Doister," by Nicho- 
las Udal, was published. In Eliza- 
beth's time the Stationer's Company 
had the sole right to print books 
and hence its record is the best We 
have about" the 
pre-Shakespearean 


publications. In ..those days the pub- 
lication of a play often lagged for 
yeafsfaXaVit .TsTpossible that "Ralph 
Roister Deister'* was written and act- 
ed tensor a dozen years befor. Schol- 
ars are stil quarreling over the date; 
for the general reader it is enough 
to know that the first English com- 
edy belongs roughly in the middle 
years of the century. 
^It was then that something new 
appeal ed in> English drama — the 
native English comedy. For centur- 
ies, ever since the folk dramas 
known as Mystery or Miracle plays, 
there had been 
comic 
accompani- 


ments, especially in the entertain- 
ments known as Interludes. There 
had also been plenty ot translations 
of Roman plays. But it was not until 
"Ralph Roister Doister" that there 
appeared m English literature a type 
of drama that quickly rose to its 
highest peak in the matchless com- 
edies of Shakespeare. If there is in- 
herent interest in anything that is 
first, then "Ralph Roister Doister" 
deserves attention., 


It is a "good show," much better 


than thousands of comedies that hold 
the boards today. The language is 
archaic and it is a little hard for the 
general reader to get the point of 
view of the people of those days, but 
after thes>e hurdles have been jump- 
ed "Ralph Roister Doister" Is full of 
the best kind of entertainment. 


Roister Doister is 'a vainglorious 


gull, wealthy and important in his 
simple rural 
English 
community, 


who falls in love with Dane Cus- 
tance, a widow engaged to Gawyn 
Goodluck. Roister Doister has a very 
good opinion of himself and he sets 
seigo to the heart of Dame Cus,tance. 
He can't read or Write, which was 
normal for tho time anC place, and 
neither for that matter can Dame 
distance. It is only because of this 
fact that much ot the comedy of 
the play is possible. Mathew Mery- 
grceko takes the place in the story 
that John Alden takes in "The Court- 
ship of Miles Standish, except that 
Merygrceke is not looking out for 
his own interests but is animated 
by a spirit of comic deviltry. He car- 
ries Roister Doistcr's letter and ring 
to Dame Custanco fcut he reads the 
letter all awry to her and the com- 
plications^and 
misunderstandings 


that result are often 
unroariously 


funny. 


It should also be said that the situ- 


ations and speeches are sometimes 
far from "nice." It \v as a rude frank 
ago ar.d people used tho language 
of such times. Some of the genius of 
tho play lies in the very fact that 
Udal dared to bo true to his native 
characters and dared to make their 
talk alive.

Cover and 
cook over a good fire nntll pumpkin 
Is tender. Remove cover and cook 
over a low fire, stirring to prevent 
burning until pumpkin is dry. 
It 


takes five or six hours to cook a 
pumpkin. Rub through colander or 
rlcer. 


If canned pumpkin is used, cook 


over a 16w fire until dry. 


This first preparation of the pump- 


kin for pies is as necessary as the 
final well-chosen recipe. 


Following are two rules for pump 


kin pie: 


EVERYDAY PUMPKIN PIE 


One cup sifted pumpkin, 3-4 cup 


sugar (granulated or light brown) 
1 tablespoon flour, 1 tablespoon bak- 
ing raolasses, 1-2 teaspoon ginger.-1-2 
teaspoon cinnamon, 1-4 teaspoon salt, 
1/eggr, 2 to 2 1-2 cups milk. 


Mix sugar, flour, salt and spices. 


Add to pumpkin and stir until thpr- 
oughly blended.* Add molasses and 
eggs weel beaten. Mix well and stir 
in milk. The amount of milk ue- 
pends on the size of the pie dish. 
Turn into a pie dish lined with plain 
pastry. Put Into a hot oven for ten 
minutes to set the crust. Reduce 
heat and bake in a moderate oven 
for 50 minutes. 


This amount of filling will fill a 


pie dish seven inches in diameter at 
the bottom and 1 1- 2inches deep.

Washington — If you want to go 


to college, as nearly a million young 
Americans are doing this month. Un- 
cle Sam trill tell you how. 


It Isn't difficult and it Isn't ex- 


pensive, according to a 136-page 
book entitled "Self-Help for College 
Students." published by tho feder- 
al bureau of education. 


Last year more than 100 Institu- 


tions of higher learning offered col- 
lego education to about 900.000 stu- 
dents. Since 1920 th«> average col- 
lC£O eluucttt piolsluiy 
ii.i2> 
bpent 


about $700 a year for a college edu 
cation. These and subsequent figures 
were worked out by Dr. Walter J. 
Greenleaf, tho bureau's specialist In 
higher education, who says that ec- 
onomical college men 
and women 


spend less than S700 a year. 


HOW THE EXPENSES RUN 
Tuition averages $1S4 a year In 


men's and women's colleges, but on- 
ly $134 in coeducational colleges. 
Board and room, usually the largest 
item on the student expense account 
runs from $108 to $G50 per school 
year, the average In coeducational 
colleges being $281. Minimum ex- 
penso for a college year of 36 weeks 
averages 5547 in the four-year col- 
leges and xiniversitles. That does not 
include travel, clothes and off-cam- 
pus amusements. In nearly half of 
such colleges. Dr. Greenleaf says. 
$500 will pay the entire expenses of 
an economical student. 


Forty-six per cent or nearly half of 


all college men, are making some 
effort to earn at least a part of their 
expenses. One out of every four 
college women is contributing to her 
own support while attending. Of all 
collega students, one out ot every 
threo was at least partially self-sup- 
porting during the year 1927-28. One- 
sixth of all college students were 
entirely self-supporting In that year, 
according to Dr. Grccnlcaf's figures. 
CylioB« men and women earned $32,- 
500,000 during their term time In 
611 institutions reporting. The av- 
erage amount earned was $169 for 
men and $149 for women. 


The bureau of education book lists 


college and universities over 
the 


country, their rates of tuition, board 
and room charges and other fees. It 
tells all about student loans and 
about many of the available scholar- 
ships. 


Buying education on the install- 


ment plan has become popular and 
many agencies are making "charac- 
ter loans" to students whom they 
bellcvo to be good risks. In 282 col- 
leges and universities funds aggre- 
gating nearly $4,000.000 a year are 
lent annually to students at an aver- 
age of 6 per cent, repayment begin- 
ning within a stipulated period after 
graduation. Dr. Greenleaf presents a 
list of student loan funds in the Unit- 
ed .States.

ihough- not exactly in those words— 
Stanley Baldwin, former Tory prime 
minister of England, comments on 
the foreign policy which Ramsay 
MacDonald's 
Labor 
government 


brought to a climax In MacDonald's 
recent departure for America. 


SOME MISSED CHANCES 


Mr. Baldwin, surveying the situ- 


ation, discovers gloomily that the 
new Labor government has already 
done two extremely important things 
which the tories were always 
ex- 


pected to do but which, somehow, 
they never quite got'around to. 


These are: 
1—The winning by England of a 


better break on the percentages it 
was to receive out of the German 
reparations payments. 


2—The acceptance by the other 


allies of England's policy of imme- 
diate evacuation of tho Rhineland. 


In addition, there Is In prospect 


Mr. MacDonald's agreement with 
America on naval policy, with the 
likelihood that It will wipe out all 
the chief points of friction between 
the two great Anglo-Saxon coun- 
tries. 


As a patriotic Briton, Mr. Bald- 


win, of course, is delighted by these 
developments. Nevertheless, he can- 
not help contemplating them sadly, 
with all of the emotions that come 
to the breast of one who has just 
struck out when he might have 
cleared the bases by smiting a home 
run. 


Mr. Baldwin's gloom Is not hard to 


understand. 


His party was to power for five 


years. It had absolute power; the 
most absolute of any English gov- 
ernment in many years. It held the 
House of Lords, of course, 
over- 


whelmingly,' and its grip on 
the 


House of Commons was at all times 
strong enough to enable Mr. Bald- 
win to put over any policy 
he 


wished 


Yet, 
in matters of foreign policy 


Mr. Baldwin's government did noth- 
ing. Even the Tory papers 
com- 


plained that it followed where it 
should have been leading Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, British 'foreign secre- 
tary, seemed to be a mere tail to the 
kite of Artistids Briand, the French 
toreign minister at the time. 


When anybody had to yield on fi- 


nancial matters, it was England 
which yielded. 


The continued occupation of the 


Rhineland by allied troops was a 
sore spot with Germans, but Cham- 
berlain did nothing to bring about 
its cessation. 


The naval conference, held at Ge- 


neva, under the impulsion of Presi- 
dent Coolidge, which failed, owing to 
the die-hard stand of Secretary ol 
the Admiralty Bridgeman, led to bad 
feeling in both America and .England 
followed by much alibiing and 
re- 


crimination. 


In the few short months that the 


Socialists have been in power they 
have straightened out all this mess. 
At the Hague conference recently, 
Philip Snowden, chancellor of t 
exchequer, forced France to yield to 
him, 
got more money for the hard- 


pressed 
British 
taxpayers, 
and 


showed the French that they no 
longer had to deal with a 
"yes" 


man. 
At the same conference Arthur 


Henderson, foreign 
secretary 
im- 


posed his will as to evacuation of 
the Rhineland. 


These two Socialist victories in 


Continental policies have been pop- 
ular. Hence Baldwin's song of la- 
ment. If Ramsay MacDonald comes 
home \itth an agreement with Pres- 
ident Hoover, he will be the most 
popular prime minister of our time. 
How keenly the British are 
inter- 


ested ib shown in the Godspeed tele- 
gram bent to him by his sovereign. 


The Jung is above politics. He Is 


truly const.tutional king and docs 
not play politics. But he does not 
consider MacDonald's mission as a 
political one.

. CHANNELS^ SEEN 


Expect Number Will Increase 


from 2,240 to 3,992 in 
Five Years 


Washington — 0*?>— Hope for al- 


leviation of the present shortage of 
radio communication channels is held 
by Lieut. Com. T. A. M. Craven, nav- 
al radio expert, who predicts that Im- 
provement in frequency control will 
Increase tho number of channels from 
2,240 to 3.922 within five years. 


A detailed estimate of the expect- 


ed InereftM Is contained in a chart 
prepared by Commander Craven for 
the Mnata committee on interstate 
commerce which is cons Jer^ag Sen- 
ator Conzens* bill for the creation of 
a commission on communications. 


The greatest increase, he believes, 


will be In the high frequency 
or 


short wave bands on which trans- 
oceanic and continental communica- 
tions are conducted. In the band 
from 6,000 to 23.000 kilocycles, there 
now are 624 channels. He «stima'tcs 
this number will be Increased to 
about 1.400. 


Allocation of the wave lengths in 


this band will bo a major problem 
at the international radio conference 
at Madrid in 1932. 


In- the low and medium frequen- 


cy channels, ranging from 10 to 


$50 kilocycles, there are 
now 602 


channels. He figures the Increase 
will be 147. This band Is tised for 
uatcr-contineatai long «ave .trana- 
mlslon. ship to ship, aircraft and ra- 
dio beacon service. 


In the band from 1.500 to 6,000 kil- 


ocycles, which1 Is used for communi- 
cation on the North American con- 
tinent, the increase should be from 
639 to 1,398 channels, the expert es- 
timates.

ECOVERED from 
the first 


shock of reading that head- 


- line, "Daring Escape of a Con- 


vlct,"'I noticed the many subsidiary 
headings full of Extraordrnary Cir- 
cumstances, a Mystery "Woman, a 
Subtle -Plot • and other 
ingredients 


well mixed in the dispatch into an 
exciting story; in^brier, it was thus: . 


That the.esc,ape.of a prisoner irom 


Dartmoor. Convict Prison oh Satur- 
day was much "more remarkable' than 
it had appeared at first.'The prison 
officials and the police were entirely 
nonplussed. They did not^ know- 
where the man bad' gone, or with 
whom. 


What they had discovered was the 


extremely clever • way in'which his 
accomplices 
outside 
had • worked 


without arousing the least suspicion. 


The chief agent •was apparently a 


young woman who was seen In a 
car that passed through the city 
of Exeter, 25 miles from the prison, 
early Sunday morning. 


It was much later when It was 


discovered that the prisoner was mis- 
sing; .then, of course, it was far too 
late to trace the car. 


But the policeman who saw it-was 


so struck by the physiognomy of the 
man who leaned forward impatiently 
and said,."Go on, go on!" that'when 
the description of the fugitive was 
circulated he had no doubt what- 
ever this was the same man. 


The escape had been elaborately 


studied, and once out of the cell.the 
prisoner had been able to get clear 
by a microscopical timing of the 
movements of the warders and offi- 
cers. The alarm system had been 
cleverly deranged.. 


He had been provided with the 


cord and a thin steel hook to throw 
over the wall. He had scaled It at the 
point nearest a plantation which, 
within three seconds, gave him per- 
fect cover. The car waited for him 
in the road below the coppice. 


The. authorities 
suspected that 


without the assistance of ah accom- 
plice inside as well as 'outside it 
would have failed. A further point 
was that the accomplice outside must 
have been quite familiar with the 
routine of the prison. - - 


The prisoner, of whom a 'descrip- 


tion was Issued, was Eugene Rich- 
ard, 32, convicted at Canterbury of 
manslaughter and sentenced to five 
years' "penal servitude. He declined 
at the trial to reveal a single fact 
about himself. 


The crime of which he was con- 


victed was committed at Dover. He 
and another man, giving the name 
of Ernest Philip, but also of uncer- 
tain nationality, seemed to have fol- 
lowed across from Ostcnd -a clerk in 
a London business Chouse, returning 
from Belgium with a large sum in 
Belgian currency. Instead of taking 
the -train to London the two men 
went to the hotel. Late at night they 
informed the police that they had 
been molested by a* gang while walk- 
Ing. There had been a fight In which 
one of the gang was knocked out. 


The police accompanied them to 


the place and found the clerk un- 
conscious. He died in hospital. No 
trace of a gang could be found. 


Suspicion against the two men 


was confirmed when on Richard the 
police found a consldqrnble sum of 
money in Belgian currency amount- 
ing to 10,000 francs. Richard declar- 
ed that it was his own. 


Richard admitted that he gave the 


blow which knocked out the clerk 
and declared that the blow was in 
self-defense. 


Tho Jury convicted of manslaugh- 


ter, and the judge Inflicted the se- 
vere sentence of five year's penal 
servitude, and gave Philip, who was 
found guilty of being accessory dur- 
ing the fact, 12 months' hard la- 
bor. 


From the dock Richard had made 


a violent protest against the sen- 
tence. Ho had ever since been a most

MONEY IN BANKS; 


LESS IN POCKETS 


Opening of Bank Accounts Is 


Becoming Universal Prac- 
tice, Survey Shows 


BY J. C. ROYLE

New York — American 
citizens 


are carrying more of their money In 
their bank accounts and less In their 
pockets today than ever before, ac- 
cording to banking authorities. 


Opening of bank accounts has be- 


come an almost universal practice 
which has been given stimulus by 
the policy of paying employes by 
chock. For a long time there was 
strong opposition to this from labor 
leaders and workfnir TYIPI nnrt rronvn 
but this opposition seems to be pass- 
Ing. 
Workers are sufficiently pros- 


perous to open banlc accounts and 
are paid and do their own paying by 
check. 


The tend Is shown unmistakably 


in the announcement of the post- 
office department that postal em- 
ployes In more than .100 offices 
throughout the country Hereafter 
will be paid by check. The depart- 
ment believes this policy will facili- 
tate the handling of such payments 
and reduce the cost of the accounting 
Involved. In tho other government 
departments in Washington, the em- 
ployes can be paid by checks or in 
cash as they elect. A little more 
than 50 per cent take cosh but the 
percentage Is gradually declining. 


It Is admitted by bankers that pay- 


ment of workers In cash has advan- 
tages. The cashing of checks by 
those who have no bank account Is 
somewhat 
complicated. 
although 


banks have specialized in handling 
payrolls discharged In this fashion. 
Often banks arc closed before the 


employe can reach them and he then 
has to wait for his money. 


MANY DANGERS 


There are distinct difficulties and 
dangers in the handling of large 
sums in cash by employers, the de- 
partment of labor states, and there 
is also the factor of safety for the 
employe. Employers say the check 
method eliminates the temptation to 
petty thefts in the offices and ob- 
viates disputes as to the amount ac- 
tually receU'ed by the employe. One 
factor not overlooked is that It keeps 
the worker from being bothered with 
requests for loans from fellow em- 
ployes, often hard to refuse with the 
cash actually in hand. 


Payroll robterles undoubtedly have 


decreased by reason of the check 
payment and employes have been 
given an added protection against 
thugs and highwaymen. The main 
disadvantage of the system was that 
many workers had to cash 
their 


checks at stores where they either 
had to make a purchase or receive a 
discount. Opening of their own bank 
[accounts has decreased this disad- 
vantage materially. 


Forgery, however. Is increasing, 


according to P. W. Irvine. Brooklyn 
Surety company executive. He as- 
serts that more than $200.000.000 la 
lost annually in this country through 
forged and raised checks. Like tho 
safe blowers, who still seem able to 
cope with Ingenious modern devices, 
the forger seems to have kept full 
pace with the development of me- 
chanical devices to defeat him. 


Tho loss from this cause, however. 


Is far outbalanced by the saving re- 
sulting from checking accounts and

That 
part of the-rule has worked to a 
nicety. Go back over the stock list 
and compare prices of standard Is- 
sues such as U. S. Steel,- General 
Electric, Atchlson and dozens of oth- 
ers as they were in 1926 with quota- 
tions for the same stocks as of to- 
day. All the profit has gone to the 
man who bought and held on. 


The second part of the rule, to take 


losses quickly, is not so clear in its 
applicatlpn. All of the stocks above 
named had from time to time reac- 
tions of greater or less extent and if 
onexhad happened to buy just prior 
to one of these reactions and then 
sold out because he found the price 
of his stock" going down he would 
have lost his position. 


The fact Is that the application ot 


this speculative rule or of any other 
rule, for that matter, can be made 
•with success only by those who are 
fitted by training and temperament 
to practice the speculative art, not 
science but art. These rules will not 
In themselves insure profits but they 
are guides which have their uses.

Urbana, 111. — UP)— The brilliant 


star which appears In the eastern 
sky in the evening during October 
is the great planet Jupiter. 


It rises above the northeast hori- 


zon at 9 o'clock standard time on 
the first of the month and there- 
after about four 
minutes 
earlier 


from night to night. At the end of 
tho month It comes into view as 
early as 7 o'clock. 


It is easy to distinguish Jupiter 


from the other objects in this part 
of the sky, because 
it 
is much 


brlgter than any star. 
Further- 


more it shines with a steady yellow 
light; it does not twinkle like the 
stars around it. And it is moving 
among the stars—slowly to be surt, 


but its change of place can be no 
ticed from week to week. 


Jupiter has now begun to retro- 


grade—that is to say, to shift back- 
waija, or westward, among the stars. 
For, the next four months It will 
move toward the west from its 
present place between the horns ot 
Taurus to a point not far above the 
V-shaped head of the Celestrial Biili. 
There the planet will resume its 
forward movement. 


Since its period of revolution is 


12 years, Jupiter spends about 
a 


year in each oC the 12 constellations 
of the zodiac. Now it is in the con- 
stellation Taurus. A year from now 
it will be found further east, in Ge- 
mini.

interest to the stargazer and to the 
astronomer.
